Senator Tillman's alleged connection 
with an Oregon land deal, but the 
colleagues of the South Carolinian are 
inclined to withhold judgment until 
he has had an opportunity to explain. 


Many expressions of dissatisfaction 


are heard because of the manner in 
which the president made public the 
material gathered by postoffice in- 
spectors about Tillman. 
It is point- 


ed out by senators that the matter 
sent to Senator Hale was not in re- 
sponse to the latter's request to the 
heads of the executive departments 
for a. statement of the operations of 
the secret service, because the in- 
vestigation of Tillman's alleged effort 
to obtain Oregon lands was wholly 
under the postoffice department and 
was prosecuted by the inspectors of 
that department. 


One1' senate leader expressed 
the 


opinion that if the president had it 
his possession for 
several 
months 


the information gathered about Tlll- 
man it was his duty to instigate a 
prosecution if he believed the facts 
warranted action in the courts. 


Kale's Intercession 


It is rumored at the Capitol that the 


president told a friend, who repealed 
the remark, that an effort was made 
hy Senators Hale 
and 
Aldrich 
to 


'suppress the facts 
about "Tillman. 


Undoubtedly this 
impression' 
was 


gained at the White House by a visit 
to the president by Hale, who sug- 
gested that the matter relating to 
Tillman should be withdrawn. 


It is said that Hale did not base the 


request upon the ground that it was 
not properly a reply to a demand for 
information about the secret service, 
but because of the fact that Tillman 
is in poor health and the charge was 
liable to rouse him to a pitch of ex- 
citement dangerous to his life. 


President Roosevelt 
declined 
to 


withdraw the reference to Tillman, 
and when Hale would-.riot, juak'e it- 
public he decided to do so himself. 


Tillman In Nervous State 


There is no question that the con- 


dition of Tillman's health is serious. 
When he went to Europe last March 
he was in a highly nervous state. The 
trip resulted in a marked improve- 
ment, but for some time his friends 
have noticed that Kis nervousness was 
returning. 
Close friends of Tillman 


admit their anxiety over the

the president's charges

have 


upon the South Carolina senator. 


• Some oC the senators who have ex- 
amined all of the evidence,produced 
by the president and the postoffice 
inspectors say that if the facts are as 
represented the offense was one of im- 
propriety and indiscretion, but that 
no criminality is involved.

A Deplorable Feature 


The feature of the disclosure most 


deplored by 'the colleagues of Tin- 
man is the appearance of an effort to 
bide the fact that he was an appli- 
cant for nine quarter sections under 
the terms of (he original grant.

With What They Amuse Tlicmsclverf' 


hi Prison. 


As a warder of Dartmoor 
once 


said to the writer. 
"You 
get 
all 


kinds up here." 
Convicts are 
not 


all the abandoned ruffians which they 
are so often doserihed to be. 
And 


one of the hest proofs of this Is the 
widespread love of animals that ex- 
ists among them. It Is no uncommon 
thing to find during severe weather 
that 
prisoners 
are 
Having crumbs 


from their broad to foeil the birds 
with. 
And suet an act Is real self- 


denial, for a big. l)i:rly man, who has 
been hard at work all day in a Port- 
land quarry or upon D.irtmoor farm, 
'does not find his rations any more 
than he can comfortably consume. 


You will always find a few convicts 


in every big prison who appear lo 
possess a peculiar power over ani- 
mals. 
There w:is a man up nt Park- 


hurst a few years ago, who seemed 
to be able to charm birds. 
Spar- 


rows would come into his cell at any 
time, perch .on his head and feed out 
out of his ha:ids. 
And yet this man 


was serving a fifteen-year sentence 
for a crime so brutal that °ue can- 
not here even mention Its nature. 


Talking of birds in prison cells, a 


pretty story com PS from Stockholm. 
A convict serving a long sentence in 
the State prison a*. Stockholm, man- 
aged tc tame a pair of robins 
so 


completely that the confiding little 
.redbreasts not only came in and 
out of his cell constantly, but actual- 
ly built there. 
When he saw what 


was happening, the convict asked to 
be allowed to see the governor, and 
implored him to ordtir 'hat the birds 
should he left alone. 
The governor 


granted the request and he certainly 
never had reason to regret his ac- 
tion. 
The convict, previously sul- 


len .ind dangerous, became'-'the most 
tractable man in the prison. 
He 


took tbe: keenest delight iri'watching 
the visitors hatch 
out 
four 
young 


ones, and these in turn he tamed un- 
til they would come to him at a whisr 
tie. 
Gradually the convict's charac- 


ter chaLged entirely, and two years 
after the first visit of the robins he 
was released on tickst-of-lcave. 


There was an amusing scene one 


day in January, 1003, in an Isle of- 
Wight train. 
Four grown men were 


seen on their hands and knees In a 
third-class carriage, apparently hunt- 
ing 'vigorously for something. 
In- 


quiring what was the matter the 
guard found that the object'of their 
search wis a mcuse. 
The men were 


released prisoners from Parkhurst, 
and the mouse had escaped from one 
of them. Fortunately its owner" man- 
aged to recapture 
it unhurt, and 


when he had done so, he carefully 
replaced it inside Ms cap. 
He said 


th^t the, little creature had been his 
constant friend and - companion for 
two years past, and 'it had become 


I so tame that it would sit in his open 


hand and eat the crumba with which 
he fed it. 
He could not bear to 


leave his pet behind in the prison 
and so was taking it with him. 


An elderly "lifer" at Dartmoor, a 


farmer by profession, has an amaz- 
ing way with animals. 
There is a 


large flock, of sheep belonging to the 
prison and these are the old fellow's 
special care. 
When lambs are left 


motherless he feeds them so care- 
fully that be seldom loses one, an'd 
it is a pretty sight to watch the 
lambs following 
him 
about.. 
The 


farru collies are also attached to the 
prisoner and he loves his charges- BO 
well that he has lost all wish for 
.liberty. 


What Happens in n Forest Fire.
